All  varieties  of  peaches 
almost  total  failures  this 
year  because  of  a  February  freeze 
at  24  degrees  while  peaches  were  in 
bloom  — EXCEPT  BURBANK’S  JULY 
ELBERTA.  July  Elberta  had  three-times 
as  many  peaches  as  they  could  carry  and  had 
to  be  thinned. 

I  also  have  in  my  orchard  June  Elberta  and 
Stark  Queen  Strain  of  Elberta.  All  are  satisfactory. 

However,  July  Elberta  bears  when  all  others  fail.  In  fact,
